In view of the intimation given in the British 
Post Office Guide that cypher telegrams addressed to 
Yugoslavia were prohibited by the Yugoslav Government, 
cypher telegrams handed in by the Yugoslav Consul General 
in Jerusalem were refused in the past by the Post Office 
Jerusalem, which follows U.K. practice in these matters. 


Ze It has now been learned from the British Post 
Office that the prohibition of cypher telegrams by the 
Yugoslav Government is not applicable to Government 
telegrams. Cypher telegrams handed in by the Yugoslav 
Consul General in Jerusalem will not repeat not there- 
fore in future be refused.
